MAROONED 0N AN ARCTIC ISLAND,
The Predecrssors of the Three Castaways
Wern Devoured by Bears.

Saw Frawoisco, Aug. 2—Three white men,
Fred Burns, Jolin Paliford, snd & man
known as “Frenchy,” have been lelt to
spend an Arctle winter on a desolatse island,
with scanty provisions and absolutely with-
out fuel. That they are In such terrible
pliihtis mainly due to the rigid enforce-
ment of the orders closing Bering Sea
agninst seal huntors.

Just a year ago these men were put ashore
on St Matthew's Isiand, far up in Bering
Sea, by the schiooner Muttla T. Dyer, of San
Fruncisco, They were nssisted in building
s rude hut, and were given a year's supply
of food nud wood, and 70 mung: of pﬂwcar.
The plan was for them to hunt aud skin
polar bears and blue fices until this season,
when the Dyer was to remove them. The
schooner arrived here yesterday without
the three hunters. Cuptain Maoklar stated
that he dared not ventiure into Bering Sen
for fear of selzure, and had been able to
make no provision for the relief of the men.
He said it would be too expensive an under-
taking to fit out & boat especially for their
relief. Unless a revenue cutter or n eruiser
takes off the men they must remain for an-
other season. The two parties of Indian
